WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (AP)— 


President Truman. likened the 
Kremlin to “a beast of prey” to- 
day. He spoke at a ceremony in 
which the United States Constitu- 
tion and Declaration of Indepen- 


dence were sealed in new protec- 
tive cases. 

Truman said the freedoms em- 
bodied in the yellowing parchment 
documents are growing throughout 
the ‘world except in the Soviet 
Union whose rulers, he declared, 
hold “their citizens in terror and 
bondage.” 


“The Soviet citizens live in } 


fear,” the President tola the au- 
dience at the Library of Congress. 
“Their society is a jungle, through 
which the naked power of the 
government prowls like a beast of 
prey, making all men afraid.” 


Departing from his text, Tru- 


man said the guarantees to the 
Russian people in the Soviet Con- 
stitution are “just as false” as a 
treaty with Russia and that the 
Russian Constitution itself is a 
“mere historical curiosity.” 

“A Bolshevik agreement isn’t 
worth the paper it’s written on— 
it is only a scrap of paper,” he 
said. 

Gas-Filled Glass Cases. 

The precious 175-year-old Dec- 
laration of Independence and }64- 
year-old Constitution were locked 
away in gas-filled, glass and 
bronze. containers to preserve 
them for centuries.

“express the highest principles of 
political life: That all men have 
certain unalienable rights, that 
governments are set up to provide 
for the welfare of the people, and 
that the rule of law stands above 
government and citizen alike. 

“These ideas have a life of their 
own. They have been a dynamic 
force in the history of our na- 
tion. They have inspired men, all 
around the worid, to create new 
and independent governments, and

Describes Seviet Tyranny. 

Then Truman gave a bare- 
knuckle description of “tyranny” 
under Soviet rule. He said the 
Soviet Union’s Constitution has “a 
lot of fine language” similar to 
that of the United States—guar- 

antees of free speech, free press, 
free assembly, free religion, and 
personal liberty and equality. . 

The difference, he said, is that 
in this country the constitutional 
freedoms mean something because 
“the government is not above the 
law,” as it is in Russia.

Following is the text of a speech by President Truman today 
at Constitution day ceremonies in the Library of Congress. 


E have met here this morning to put some pieces of parch- 
ment away in specially sealed cases, in order to preserve them 


from physical and chemical change. 


These are already old 


documents, written in a style and a hand which are no longer 
familiar to us. If they were only historical relics, it might seem 
strange that we should make a ceremony out of this occasion of 


sealing them up. 


But the Declaration of Independence and the Constitution are : 


more than historical relics. They 
We may have some difficulty 
fim preserving the parchment on 
which.these two documents have 
been written, but the ideas they 
set forth will never perish. 
‘These documents express the 
‘highest principles of political 
life: that all men have certain 
| inalienable rights, that govern- 
'Ments are set up to provide for 
the welfare of the people, and 
that .the rule of law stands 
above government and citizen 
e. 

These ideas have a life of their 
own. They have been a dynamic 
force in the history of our na- 
tion. They have inspired men,.all 
around the world, to create new 
and independent governments, and 
to improve the conditions under 
which they live. 

These are very explosive docu- 
ments, Dr. Evans. (Dr. Luther 
Harris Evans, librarian ef the Li- 
brary of Congress. We may think 
we have them safely bottled up, 
but the ideas they express will go 
on forever. They will continue to 
give energy and hope to new gen- 
erations of men, here and in other 
countries, in the long struggle to 
create a better society on earth. 

The Declaration of Independ- 

ence and the Constitution, 
when they were written, were 
revolutionary documents. But 


are a living force in our life today. 


they were revolutionary in a 
very urvsual sense. 


Many revolutions are simply 
a resort to force and violence 
to impose a new despotism upon 
the people. But these docu- 
ments were for a very different 
purpose; their aim was to make 
despotism impossible. Both the 
Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution seek to 
make the rule of law and the 
concepts of justice the domi- 
nating factors in government. 
And to a large extent they 
have succeeded. 


The struggle against the use of 
naked force as an instrument of 
government was an old one even 
before these two documents were 
written. Our forefathers created 
a new nation, but they based it 
upon the long experience of the 

people in maintaining 
human freedom. — 


The right of trial by jury, the 
right tc be free from unreason- 
able search and seizure, the right 
of habeas corpus, the prohibition 
against cruel and unusual punish- 
ment, the guarantees of freedom 
of the press, freedom of assembly 
and freedom of religion—all these 
were basic concepts in the days

“Not only the Germdns, but 
also other peoples of western Eu- 
rope will not be able to retain 
troops of their own outside the 
frame of the European army,” he 
added.

_ Watched by God’s Children 
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With Senate passage. of a military appropria: 
tion bill totaling $59;508,009,000, the need for 
closer congressional scrutiny of defense funds 
has become clear. To a large, if not dangerous 
degree, this military appropriation is made on 
faith. It is a blank check of: enormous ‘propor- 
tions. 

In common with the country at large, both 
branches of Congress are aware of the need for 
a rapid and extraordinary defense buildup. But 
that need cannot justify the abdication by Con- 
gress of its responsibility to assure the country 
a dollar’s worth of defense for every dollar of 
appropriations. 

Because of the magnitude and complexity of 
the defense effort, most. members| of Congress 
had to rely on the judgment of the Appropria- 
tions Committees. Yet the committecs them- 
‘selves relied very largely on thé testimony of 
Defense Department officials who, as interested 
parties, could not be expected to exercise a se- 
verely critical judgment oh their own requests. 

The House committee frankly reported great 
“elear information” from 
the Defense Department. The Senate committee 
had only one staff member to check on the en- 
tire. military budget as against scores of Penta- 
gon officials who helped prepare it. Senator 
Douglas of Illinois, who made.a valiant effort 
on the floor to bring the budget under critical 
examination, described the mood of the Senate 
in these words: 

The average tendency, as evidenced by the 
very small attendance on the floor this aft- 
ernoon, is to say, “Oh, this is so huge. We 
cannot.cope with it. We will trust the De- 
partment of Defense and we will trust our 
committee, which is .a noble committee. I 
cannot do anything. I will stay in my office 


and write letters.” 
But when the Senate as a whole does that, 


when it accepts everything handed to it by 
the Defense Department, then democracy in 
the United States is weakened and we come 
nearer to being a military state. That is 
something which we certainly do not want to 
have happen. 

For his pains, Senator Douglas incurred the 
impatience of Senator O’Mahoney, sponsor of 
the bill, who suggested that criticism of it im- 
plies a lack of faith in the armed forces which 
might comfort the Kremlin. Informed criticism, 
such as Senator Douglas sought to apply, does 
nothing of the kind. It implies a determination 
to fulfill the congressional responsibility for ap- 
propriations, which cannot be delegated to the 
Defense Department or any other department. 

Thanks to the effort of Senator Douglas and 
others to fulfill this responsibility, some econo- 
mies were written into the Senate bill. Civilian 
employment at the Pentagon—now at the ratio 
of one to every 100 men in combat service, as 
against one to every 500 at the peak of World 
War Il—was cut. Excessive flight pay in the Air 
Force was reduced. An overall funds reduction 
of 24% per cent was finally agreed to. 

Essentially, these amendments only reflect a 
general feeling that there was water in the de- 
fense budget which could be squeezed out with- 
out impairing defense. What is needed is a sus- 
tained, informed, critical judgment in Congress 
on the detailed requests that will come from the 
Defense Department in the years ahead. The 
proposal of Senator Thye of Minnesota of a 
special subcommittee with the staff and funds 
to do the job right seems to us to have merit.

Bets by Wire 

The trial of Western Union Telegraph Co. at 
Bridgeton, N.J., is of more than passing interest. 
The company is charged with aiding and abet- 
ting bookmaking, maintaining a _ disorderly 
house where bookmaking and betting were per- 
mitted and sending messages in aid of illegal 
business. 

In answer, the company will contend that 
New Jersey law does not prohibit the acceptance 
of money order bets, so an Associated Press 
report indicates. This may be so. But the 
Kefauver crime hearings showed conclusively 
that many “big time” bookies depended upon 
Western Union facilities for a large share of 
their business. The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
earlier this year that William Molasky, St. Louis 
racing news distributor, and his family held 
$575,000 in Western Union stock. 

Moreover, as the county judge who will hear 
the case has said, a telegraph office “was never 
intended to be a spa where devotees of the sport 
of kings could place their bets.” Western Union 
officials might have realized that long ago. 
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Goals in the Bell Case 

Rising costs have hit the telephone business 
like any other, and so it can be taken as virtu- 
ally certain that Southwestern Bell will win 
some rate increase in the hearings now being 
held by the Missouri Public Service Commission. 

Even the lowest formula for a fair profit 
likely to be suggested by the cities which are 
opposing the company’s request would permit 
some increase over present revenues. After 
taking account of the latest wage increase, Bell’s 
present revenues represent a return of about 
4 per cent on its actual investment. There is 
some evidence that such a return is not suffi- 
cient to attract capital to the business and main- 
tain Bell as part of ‘an efficient national tele- 
phone system. 

It does not follow, however, that Bell is entitled 
to the full $16,656,000 annual increase which 
it asks. That sum appears just as excessive 
after the company’s presentation of supporting 
testimony as before, It should be written down 
to the point where it represents a genuinely fair 
return and not a windfall. 

The most important thing the commnlanin has 
to do is to fix a sound basis for measuring tele- 
phone earnings which can apply to all other 
utilities as well. The first step in that direction, 


we think, should be abandonment. of the Com-. 


mission’s “Order 38A,” which defines the meth- 
od by which a public utility may compute its 
investment. 

Under Order 38A, a utility is permitted to 
pretend that a portion of certain funds paid in 
by the customers has been invested by the 
owners, simply because those funds are placed 
in a depreciation reserve which hélps finance 


the purchase of new equipment. It isa fiction 


to permit a company to earn profits on an 


investment which it has not actually made. The 
rate base should represent net investanen? and 


no more.

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Time Is Running Out 

If Korean cease-fire talks are not resumed 
promptly the responsibility will be squarely on 
the Communists. , Gen. Ridgway has notified 
the Chinese field commander and the North 
Korean premier that the U.N. liaison officers 
are ready to meet with those of the Communists 
to arrange.a resumption of negotiations. 

The U.N. commander did not refer to his 
earlier proposal to move the talks away from 
Kaesong. Had he done so that issue would ap- 
pear as a condition to resumption. 

On one point the U.N. chief could not have 
been more explicit. An Allied plane did violate 
the neutrality of the Kaesong area, Sept. 10. 
The incident was not intentional. It resulted 
from faulty navigation and the Communists 
themselves reported no damage. As for the 
long list of “violations” charged by the Reds, 
Gen. Ridgway repeats that they have been in- 
vestigated and found baseless. 

It will soon be a month since the Communists 
broke off negotiations. If they do not soon act 
favorably on Gen. Ridgway's new proposal, the 
U.N. command will have no choice but to renew 
full-scale war. Too much is at stake to run 
the risk of permitting Kaesong to become a 
screen for Red operations. 

Those who are distressed that the Korean war 
has gone on so long and has taken so heavy a 
toll should ask themselves what the alternative 
might be. Sept. 1, 1950, was the date on which 
the U. N. forces were to be driven from the 
peninsula into the sea. Aggression has not paid 
off. U.N. losses, tragic though they be, are 
more than offset by gains of world-wide sig- 
nificance. The North Koreans and the Chinese 
have only heavy casualties to show their people. 
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Two Sets of Seven C’s 


Senator Mundt of South Dakota says the 
Democrats “are about to be sunk beneath the 
seven C’s” of “corruption, crookedness, Com- 
munism, conniving, chiseling, chicanery, and 
conspiracy.” Thus the Senator invokes not: only 
the power of the pun but “apt alliteration’s art- 
ful aid,” provided its artistic quality is not con- 
troverted, and provided further that it turns out 
to be of any aid. 

“Corruption, crookedness, Communism, con- 
niving, chiseling, chicanery and conspiracy” is 
a good long run of C’s, but our favorite line of 
alliteration has been “Peter Piper picked a peck 
of pickled peppers” for so long that we do not 
believe we will change, if it’s all the same to 
Senator Mundt. 

As an old alliterator from a considerable dis- 
tance back, however, we would warn the Sena- 
tor of a pitfall. No doubt he will derive much 
edification if the Democrats are sunk’ beneath 
the seven C’s he mentions. But not, he should 


be alerted, if the Republicans fail to offer con- 


structive proposals of their own, and are them- 
selves sunk beneath the seven C’s of complain- 
ing, carping, crabbing, censuring, caterwauling, 
charging and counter-charging. 


A Fact for Ottawa = —* 

A conflict between the logic of rearmament 
and the facts of American political life* has 
raised its head at the Ottawa conference of 
Atlantic pact nations. 

While there is general agreement that rearm- 
ament should be speeded up all around, some 
of the European nations are pointing out that 
rearmament which depresses the standard of 
living of their people might open the back door 
to Communism. These peoples are so close to 
the economic minimum that even a‘ slight wors- 
ening of their condition could create the politi- 
cal’ unrest in which Communism thrives. 

To prevent. this from happening, the Euro- 
peans suggest that the United States, in addi- 
tion to financing a large part of the rearmament 
effort, should continue. economic aid at such a 


level as to maintain present standards of living. 


The logic is persuasive, and the American dele- 
gation at Ottawa appears to accept the principle. 
& Yet it is @ fact of American political life, as

You gentlemen in Congress are now 


conducting what may prove to be highly 
useful studies of morals and ethics in 
government. On behalf of myself and 
others who are striving to bring good men 
into government, I respectfully urge you 
to look carefully at Congress itself. 

Specifically, won’t you take a good look 
at that small percentage of your colleagues 
who are effectively driving able men away 
from © ayer ane A few illustrations will 
tell the story: 

There is a brilliant young American ex- 
ecutive who, in his early 20s, made a care- 
ful study of Communism. Intellectually 
curious, he purposely exposed himself to 
Communist recruiters, listened to all their 
arguments and argued with them late into 
many nights. 

After some months of this, he emerged 
with the conviction that Communism was 


-a fraud. He became a vigorous anti-Com- 


munist—all the more effective because he 
knew what he was talking about. ‘He still 
feels so strongly on the subject that, at 
substantial sacrifice, he recently took an 
important job in the cold war. He was, 
of course, investigated fully—and he re- 
ceived a clean bill of health. 


A Cautious Mediocrity 


Soon, however, he heard that two mem- 
bers of Congress were preparing to attack 
him publicly. Clean bill of health or not, 
they laid plans to lambaste him as one 
who “admits he once consorted regularly 
with known, card-carrying Communists.” 

At this, the official took stock of the 
interests of his children, his wife and his 
own reputation. He left government. To- 
day he is a key executive in a major 
corporation. His government posi is filled 
now by a colorless, cautious mediocrity. 

Mr. Y. is a in highly complex 
and technical government work. Except 
for a few years in private enterprise as a 
young man, he has devoted his entire 
career to government service. Working 
his way up through the ranks, he gained 
such a reputation that he has been offered 
private jobs paying far more than his 
government salary: 

He was so devoted to his work that he 
stayed on at his $10,000-a-year job, even 
though he has a family of five to support. 
But this year he came up as a witness in 
routine hearings before a hostile congres- 
sional committee. He found himself being 
ridiculed because he was doing a major 
government job “without ever having held 
any important assignment: in private en- 
terprise.” 

Disgusted, Mr. Y. will probably leave 
government soon to take a $22,000-a-year 
executive job on the conaida. His superiors 


have no idea where they can find a com- 
petent replacement willing to work for 
federal pay. 

One veteran chairman of a special ap- 
propriations subcommittee is known for 
his merciless bludgeoning of government 
witnesses. He frequently attacks their loy- 
alty and integrity without apparent reason. 
When one official replied to the attacks 
in kind, the appropriations for his entire 
agency were decimated. 

Such, as you know, is the life-and-death 
power of the typical committee chairman. 
And, of course, regardless of a chairman’s 
conduct, it is unheard-of. to remove him so 
long as his party is in power. 


Case of a Business Man 


One able executive from private busi- 
ness came into government for patriotic 
reasons. He made a remarkable record as 
a conscientious public servant. Recently 
he found himself publicly and bitterly at- 
tacked by a key committee chairman as 
an unconscionable squanderer of public 
funds. 

The only know motive for the attack 
was that the chairman, facing re-election 
troubles, felt he needed to make headlines 
as an “economizer.” He picked the first 
handy victim. If the victim had answered 
back as he wanted to, vital legislation 
needed by his agency would have died in 
committee. So he bit his lip and took it. 

Mr. C, a few months ago was just about 
persuaded to give up a top-flight outside 
position to perform a vital job in the 
national emergency. Before actually. mak- 
ing the change, however, he read the rec- 
ord of his able predecessor’s appearances 
before several congressional committees. 


Vitriol, Insult, Abuse 


He found some of them all right, but 
two were shocking. When he finished read- 
ing the transcript of vitriol, insult and 
personal abuse in these two cases, he said 
“To blazes with it.” He remained in his 
more lucrative, comfortable and secure 
private post. 

Yes, Mr. Congressman, you and most of 
your colleagues want to see able and con- 
scientious public servants bearing the 
enormous burdens of government today. 
But a relative handful of your colleagues, 
some spoiled by secure tenure in positions 
of enormous congressional power, are do- 
ing their best to see that good men are 
kept out—or driven out—of ae 10 

While you are in a reforming mood 
please take a good look at the conduct of 
some ‘of your own colleagues on 
Hill..Perhaps you can find a way to 
those of us who are striving diapeuntale 
to get and keep able executives in 
ernment,

More Thought Than ‘Action 


THE FAR WHISTLE AND OTHER STORIES, by Warren 
Beck. @ Antioch Press, Yellow Springs, Ohio, 224

Warren Beck is a teacher of English 
literature and composition at Lawrence 
College, and has been a lecturer at the 
arene Loaf School of English. He has had 
published three nov- 
els and two collec- 
tions of short stories 
in addition to the 
present volume. He 
is a competent, ma- 
ture and thoughtful 
writer, but an unex- 
citing one. 

“The Far Whistle” 
is a representative 
sample of Mr. Beck’s 
writing style and 
scope. The thirteen 
stories have a mid- 
mtg ag 0 
class setting. e 

Warren Beck characters are most- 
ly professional people—not the neurotic 
fear-ridden ones usually encountered in 
novels, but the ones who work at their 
professions, raise their families, wonder 
about things, accomplish nothing startling. 
In short—the sort of people you meet 
every day, coping with everyday situations 
with varying degrees of success. 

The title story tells sympathetically 
about a farmer who always wanted to be 
a railroad engineer. In his late years, he 
gets a job running a miniature railroad 
at an amusement park and into his work 
puts all the enthusiasm he has stored up 
during a lifetime. It is a believable and 
tender story. Mr. Beck is at his best in 
this and in “The Clean Platter,” a simple 
story of a slightly drunk man in a bar. 

He does less well when he ventures into 
more dramatic happenings in “Edge of 
Doom,” the story of a writer who manipu- 
lates the lives of others with tragic re- 
sults. One suspects that this sort of story 
is more difficult for Mr. Beck; that it is 
harder for him to recreate an event than 
it is for him to analyze the meaning of it. 
His writing style is too detached for vivid- 
ness in action. . 

Mr. Beck is a philosopher. He tells 
us again that life is cruel and lonely at 
times, and that it is better in the long 
run to be a man of honor. “Endurance is 
the only dependably useful art of life,” 
he writes. In fact his characters have an 
unfortunate tendency to-go around think- 
ing carefully constructed thoughts like 
that most of the time. While there is no 
denying the sterling human truths Mr. 
Beck points out, one often could wish they 
were presented in a less pedantic manner.

_ Mictims Burned Fatally 


Or Trampled—Blaze in 
Crowded Club Started 
by Fireworks. 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 17 (AP)— 
Fourteen persons were burned fa- 
tally or trampled to death when 
flames, touched off by fireworks, 
flashed through the crowded Can 


Can cabaret yesterday. The vic- 
tims included one United States 


business: man. 

Ten of the dead were women— 
mostly hostesses. The American 
was identified as Read E, Good- 
ridge, 51 years old, of Baltimore, 
Md., a dealer in rare books. 

Ninety persdns were injured, 26 
of them seriously. About a thou- 
sand persons were jammed in the 
place when the fire broke out. 

The noisy, dark cabaret was 
crowded with Mexicans celebrat- 
ing their Independence day when 
a firecracker set fire to the strips 
of red, white and green paper— 
Mexico’s national colors—used in 
the decorations. Earlier — 
had said the blaze was started by 
an exploding skyrocket. 

The police version of the fire 
was thet a group of men at one 
table had been amusing them- 
selves by tossing lighted firecrack- 
ers at the feet of the dancers. 
Sparks from one _ firecracker 
touched off the decorations and 
flames shot up the left wall of 

athe long, narrow room. 

There was a rush for the only 
door, which was less than three 
feet wide and opened inward. In 
front of it was a solid screen so 
passers-by could not look into the 
cabaret. The crowd piled up 
against this. 

Some fell and were trampled. 
Others perished in the flames. 
One man, his clothing ablaze, 
fought his way out and ran three 
blocks before he fell dead. 

A few patrons ran for the win- 
dows, but police said these were 
covered by heavy iron bars and 
heavy wire netting. Flames from 
the burning walls shot through 
the ceiling. When firemen finally 
put the blaze out, only the walls 
were standing. 

The bodies of six women and 
: man lay in front of the charred 

ar.

REHEARING SOUGHT 
ON COURT ORDER

Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirk- 
wood today had under consider- 
ation a motion filed by the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. ask- 
ing that he set aside his order 
of last week directing destruction 
of four telephones seized in a raid 
by the police gambling squad on 
a bungalow at 5364 Wabada ave- 
nue last Feb. 21. 

The telephone company asked 
for a new hearing on the ground 
the court erred in “finding the 
company should have known the 
telephones were used for gam- 
bling purposes.” No evidence was 
presented, the petition asserted, 
showing that the company should 
have known the instruments were 
going to be converted to illegal 
use.

The Reason 
For Relying 
On Biopsy

HAT is a biopsy and why in 
W the world is it ever nec- 
essary? 

Usually the first time a 
woman hears this word, it is on 
her visit to her doctor in regard 
to a lump, a tumor, perhaps of 
the breast. If she is smart, she 
has gone to her doctor as soon 
as she noticed it rather than wait- 
ing miserably apprehensive for 
weeks or months. 

The doctor inquires when she 
first noticed it, whether it has 
changed in size, and whether it 
hurts. Finally, he suggests a 
biopsy as the only sure method 
of deciding whether the tumor 
(which simply means swelling in 
medical lingo) is cancerous or

LOOKING AT A BIT of it is 
the only way to tell for sure what 
a breast tumor is. X-ray is of no 
help. It cannot show the archi- 
tecture of the tiny individual cells 
needed to be seen to diagnose 
eancer. The doctor’s fingers can 
only reveal that a lump is there 
and whether it is hard or soft, 
attached or not attached to the 
overlying skin. There is no 
method short of looking at the 
tumor tissue to make a positive 
diagnosis. Therefore, your doc- 
tor suggests a biopsy. 

Biopsy means literally to look 
at tissue from the living body. 
It comes from the Greek, as do 
many other medical terms. 

In the case of a breast tumor 
biopsy, many modern surgeons 
now believe the wisest course is 
to do it in the hospital operating 
room and, if it turns out to be 
cancer, be prepared to go ahead 
with the necessary surgery. This 
immediate surgery following a 
biopsy positive for cancer pre- 
vents spreading the cancer cells 
around to other parts of the body 
as could happen if the biopsy 
were done in the office days, or 
weeks before the operation. 

Snips of living tissue to be 
sectioned into slices 1-5000 of an 
inch thick and examined under 
the microscope are also taken 
from the bronchi with the bron- 
choscope, .from suspicious skin 
growths, and from organs reached 
through such external orifices as 
the rectum.

which separate loose celis are 
examined under the microscope. 
It requires very specially trained 
pathologists for making correct 
judgments on the basis of these 
isolated cells since whether or not 
cells are cancerous is often based 
on their relationship to surround- 
ing cells. Similarly, a new method 
is being tested for scraping cells 
off the stomach lining in cases of 
suspected stomach cancer. 
There is no substitute for ac- 


tually seeing, when possible, the 
actual cells of a suspect swelling 
or ulcer. If cancer cells are seen 
under the microscope in bits of 
tissue removed from the suspected 
places, there can be no question 
about the diagnosis. Similarly,

T sunset a little girl leads a 
man by the hand across the 
field. In front of a row of 
small brown wooden houses, men 
sit ‘quietly, their faces turned 
toward the setting sun. In the 
little gardens in front of each 
house women stoop over their 
flowers and precious vegetables. 
A beautiful black German police 
dog walks slowly, held on a thick 
black strap by a s$ocky sensitive- 
looking -man wearing leather 
boots. As far as the eye can see— 
but the eye cannot see. For this 

is the Village of the Blind. 

The sensitive-looking man is 
Dr. Nison Hagel, the director of 
the village where some 52 fam- 
ilies, all new immigrants, live 
and work near Gedera, south of 
Tel-Aviv. Dr. Hagel’s seeing eye, 
dog, Prince, led him through-the 
mud streets as we talked. 

“I studied jurisprudence in 
Warsaw. Then I taught in Poland. 
I was in the army, .blinded in 
the war. For two years I worked 
in the D. P. camps in Germany, 
with Jewish invalids and blind 
people. When the American Joint 
Distribution Committee decided 
to set up this village, they asked 
me to come from Germany and 
head it up.” 

Dr. Hagel walked erect, like an 
officer, the confidence of a 
man who knew every rut in the 
village streets. In the setting sun, 
the village looked like a frontier 
settlement in* Alaska, with small 
brown -wooden houses that had 
been brought knocked-down from 
Sweden, mud roads, little fenced 
gardens and a promise of paved 
streets and things to come. 

I suggested that there had been 
some criticism of the policy of 
segregating blind people, of keep- 
ing them in a village together in- 
stead of spreading them through 
an average community. Dr. Hagel 
nodded. “Certainly I would rath- 
er live in Jerusalem where there

But this is pioneering. And when 
you try something new—there are 
compensations.

The above questions are puz- 
zling a reader. There is no 
blanket answer to whether new 
potatoes generally take longer to 
cook than do old. Sometimes they 
are a little “green” when they are 
dug and then take a longer boil- 
ing for them to be tender. Baking 
time does seem to need to be 
increased a little with some po- 
tatoes. The test is the same as 
for old potatoes, which should be 
soft when pressed with a cloth. 
Remember, they should be brok- 
en open as soon as they are out 
of the oven, covered with a cloth 
to absorb steam, if you are 
not ready to serve them at the 
moment.

f time for parboiling potatoes 


{that are to be pan roasted around 


a roast. Potatoes prepared in this 
fashion are called Franconia by 
the restaurants. Medium-sized po- 
tatoes take about 10 minutes. The 
time of roasting may vary from 
40 to 60 minutes. During this 
period, they should be turned 
occasionally and basted by the 
drippings. Sometimes, this ‘is 
omitted and then they bake un- 
evenly and the crust will be too 
hard. The test for doneness is 
to try each with the fork. You 
will get better results if the po- 
tatoes are of even size. 


Pan Roasted Potatoes. 

Boil pared, medium-sized po- 
tatoes (new or old) 10 utes end 
drain. An hour before you esti- 
mate the roast will have finished 
cooking, place potatoes around 
the meat. Bake 40 to 60 minutes 
until tender. Turn occasionally 
and baste with the fat from the 
bottom of the pan. If potatoes are 
not brown enough when the 
roasting is finished, remove roast 
and fat needed for gravy. In- 
crease heat and let potatoes fin- 
ish browning. 

Baked Pared Potatoes, 


Pare small or medium-sized po- . In the first place, I am afraid : 


tatoes (new or old). Dip well in 
melted butter, margarine or ba- 
con fat and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Place in large baking 
dish, cover and bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees Fahrenheit) 
40 to 60 minutes until tender.

Hints on 
Using New 
Potatoes

é6 RE different methods 
A necessary for cooking old 
and mew potatoes? It 
seems as if thé latter took. long- 
er, although you'd think they 
would take a shorter time. Can 
new potatoes be satisfactorily 
baked?” 


The above questions are puz- 
zling a reader. There is no 
blanket answer to whether new 
potatoes generally take longer to 
cook than do old. Sometimes they 
are a little “green” when they are 
dug and then take a longer boil- 
ing for them to be tender. Baking 
time does seem to need to be 
increased a little with some po- 
tatoes. The test is the same as 
for old potatoes, which should be 
soft when pressed with a cloth. 
Remember, they should be brok- 
en open as soon as they are out 
of the oven, covered with a cloth 
to absorb the steam, if you are 
not ready to serve them at the 
moment. 

Another question that has come 
up is in regard to the length 
of time for parboiling potatoes 
that are to be pan roasted around 
a roast. Potatoes prepared in this 
fashion are called Franconia by 
the restaurants. Medium-sized po- 
tatoes take about 10 minutes. The 
time of roasting may vary from 
40 to 60 minutes. During this 
period, they. should be turned 
occasionally and basted by the 
drippings. Sometimes, this is 
omitted and then they bake un- 
evenly and the crust will be too 
hard. The test for doneness is 
to try each with the fork. You 
will get better results if the po- 
tatoes are of even size. 


Pan Roasted Potatoes. 

Boil pared, medium-sized po- 
tatoes (new or old) 10 minutes end 
drain. An hour before you esti- 
mate the roast will have finished 
cooking, place potatoes around 
the meat. Bake 40 to 60 minutes 
until tender. Turn occasionally 
and baste with the fat from the 
bottom of the pan. If potatoes are 
not brown enough when the 
roasting is finished, remove roast 
and fat needed for gravy. In- 
crease heat and let potatoes fin- 
ish browning. 

Baked Pared Potatoes.

Dip well in 
melted butter, margarine or ba- 
con fat and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Place in large baking 
dish, cover and bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees Fahrenheit) 
40 to 60 minutes until tender.

UCH has been written about 

the Great Pyramid of Gizeh, 

but the outside world knows 
po about other Egyptian pyra- 
mids. 

Take, for example, the Step 
Pyramid, and it is believed to be 
the oldest building of stoné ma- 
sonry existing in the world today. 

The Step Pyramid was built as 
a tomb for King Zosen. Step by 
step it rises to a height equal to 
that of a modern 20-story office 
building. It is a tall tomb, but 
its height is less than half of that 
of the Great Pyramid. 

What steps the Step Pyramid 
has! There are six steps alo 
the sides, and the average height 
of each is 33 feet. 

The man who designed the Step 
Pyramid was named Imhotep. He 
was told by the monarch to build 
a tomb, and thé result was the 
Step Pyramid. Each step is set in 
to the extent of abot six and a 
half. feet.

The effort of the famous archi- 
tect seems to have failed, The 
Step Pyramid has been entered 
during modern times, but those 
who went through the inner pas- 
sages failed to find the royal 
mummy. Possibly there are pas- 
sages, not yet found, leading to a 
chamber where King Zoser still 
rests, but this is only a guess. 
A high wall was built around 
the Step Pyramid. The wall, we 
are told, once had a height of 23 
feet. Low parts of it still exist, 
but for the most part it has been 
destroyed.
